TAFT PLANS WESTERN TRIP 


Wilt Get In on the “Swing Around the 
Circle” Game Himself. 
W ashington, May 2. — President 
Taft is not forgetful of the fact that 
1912 is coming, and he is beginning 
to get in on the “swing around the 
circle” game himself. 
He is planning a long western and 
southern trip in Septem ber. It was an­ 
nounced that he would be the guest 
of the Kansas City Press club Sept. 
25. He will go to H utchinson, Ran., to 
attend the state fair on Sept. 26. He 
will go to Michigan and speak in De 
troit and Kalamazoo, and perhaps at 
o ther' places. He will also speak In 
Chicago. 
On his return Journey he will go to 
Chattanooga, Tenn., and other south­ 
ern points. 
It is expected that this 
trip will mark the real opening of his 
campaign for renom ination. 


Twenty of the Awards Are Made In 
Connection 
With 
Rescues 
From 
Drowning—Nine Heroes Lost Their 


Lives. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 2.—At tho spring 
m eeting of the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission thirty five aw ards in re­ 
cognition of acts of heroism 
were 
made. The commission authorized the 
issuance of nine silver and twenty-six 
bronze medals. 
In addition the money accompany­ 
ing the medals amounts to $34,000 and 
pensions to widows of 
heroes total 
$1310 annually. Of the large amount 
$1000 is given to George W. Muir, of 
Grand Rapids, W isconsin, who was 
aw arded a bronze medal last January. 
Muir is now suffering from tuberculo­ 
sis at W ales, Wis., and the commis­ 
sion m akes th* money award to care 
for bim. 
The money la apportioned as fol­ 
lows: 
Six thousand dollars for worthy pur­ 
poses. 
Two thousand two hundred dollais, 
liquidation of mortgages. 
T hree thousand seven hundred dol­ 
lars for other indebtedness. 
Four thousand dollars, purchases of 
homes. 
Fourteen thousand dollars for edu­ 
cation. 
T hree thousand two hundred dol­ 
lars, death benefits. 
One thousand dollars for restoration 
of health. 
In nine 
instances the heroes lost 
their lives, and the aw ard is made to 
a mem ber of the family. Twenty of 
the aw ards are made In connection 
with rescues from drowning, five from 
railroad trains, four in runaways, five 
in mine or well suffocation cases, and 
one the rescue of an insane patient 
from a roof cornice.

FEED GRAIN TO LAMBS. 


Push Alang the Youngster® Intended 
Per Pall Marks!, 
As soon ae grass is good the sheep 
man need® to give little thought to 
feed for awee until well along In the 
summer, when hot, dry weather may 
make the pastures fall. Good grass 
and plenty of pure water are all that 
the ewes need, so long as the supply Is 
plentiful. 
With the lambs, however, 
the proposition is different 
True,

Tho early days ta the Ufo of 
youns animals ara just the time 
when Judicious train feeding pays 
best, and In no claes of animala Is 
this more noticeable than In lambs. 
A very satisfactory grain mixture 
constats of one-third cornmeal, one- 
third oats and one-third bran, 
lf 
the oats Oro chopped or crushed 
so much tho better. A little ground 
barley may be used also with very 
good results if desired. 


iambs followiag the awee will make a 
hue growth without any added atten­ 
tion,, but they will also pay well for 
extra feeding. Grain fed to young an­ 
imala always pays. 
Grain feeding la especially to be 
urged for lain bo born along In March 
and Intended for late summer or early 
fall markets. It Is essentia! that these 
early lambs secure the greatest pos­ 
sible growth aud be marketed In the 
best condition at the earliest possible 
date. Even then they will necessarily 
go Into competition with a certain 
oumlter of grass fed western range 
lambs. The hulk of this western move­ 
ment. however, does not begin uutll 
esrly autumn, und by judicious forcing 
the native coni belt lambs can be 
ready for market before the heavy 
western 
movement begins. This Is 
usually the object sought when early 
lambs are planned for. 
Just as soon aa the lambs are big 
enough to begin to nibble a little at 
hay or grass they can be taught to eat 
gronnd or emailed grain. Build a creep 
for them at some convenient place In 
the pasture, through which the lambs 
can easily go without admitting the 
grown sheep 
Place In here some flat 
bottomed troughs and keep a liberal 
grain supply in them all the time 
Once the lambs have learned the taste 
of grain they will go for It pretty reg­ 
ularly and consume enough of the feed­ 
ing mixtures to help along very mate­ 
rially In their development 


Remedy For Nsdular Disease. 
The following medicated salt la ere- 
ommended by Dr. C. D. Smead as a 
helpful safeguard against the tis mal te 
that causes nodular disease of the In­ 
testines in sheep, 
it Is also effective 
against other Intestinal worms that af­ 
flict sheep: Mix well two pounds of 
powdered charcoal, ten pounds of com­ 
mon salt, twelve ounces of powdered 
worm seed and eight ounces of dried 
sulphate of Iron. 
Place this where 
the sheep can have free access to lf.
